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ANDREW J. READ was born 5 Jan 1791 and died 29 Mar 1875. 

He was born in Dorset County (also called Dorsetshire) a 
maritime county on the south coast of England, and possibly 
from the Parish of Maiden-Newton. He married Mary Hiskins 
who was born 27 Dec 1793 and died 14 Oct 1876. "She was 
disowned and disinherited when she married the Read" as it 
was said she was Jewish. Andrew and Mary are buried in 

Old Paulding Cemetary in Jasper County MS. The markers 
read "Born Old England." 


A family tradition is that Andrew came to America first 
with two of his brothers as a part of General Pankenham's 
Army which was defeated by General Jackson at the Battle 
of New Orleans in 1815. The brothers vowed to some day 
return to the new country to live. One story is that 
Andrew's two brothers finally did return to New York and 
sent urgent word for Andrew to follow. Andrew left 
England in his own ship, bringing his family and several 
other families, but his ship was marooned on an Island 
and after two years he finally came into Mobile AL. 


Another family story is that Andrew and his family had to 
leave England and being related to the Queen, she helped 
them escape. (No one seems to remember just how the Read's 
were related to the Queen.) 


One probable reason for their having to leave England, if 
this be the case, might have been because Andrew was a 
metalsmith and furniture and cabinet maker. Skilled 
craftsmen were then forbidden to leave the country. 


It seems the Read ship might have been blown off course. 
We have to assume this was a small sailing ship as com- 
pared to some of the shipping vessels. The methods used 
for calculating distance, currents, etc. were probably 
unreliable. The food most likely, was composed princi- 
pally of bread, or ship-biscuit, salt meat, peas and 
cheese, all of which would keep well for many months. 
When they became lost and ran short of supplies, they 
undoubtedly were relieved to find they were drifting 
toward an island. The ship drifted on a sandbar and all 
efforts to remove it were in vain. 


Land was cleared and corn and other things planted in 
order to have food. After a time the tides changed and 
they were able to free the ship and continue their 
voyage.

Read - Reed - Reid Family 


The ship landed in Mobile about 1832/33. Some of the 
Read children decided to obtain jobs and stay in Mobile. 
Andrew moved with the rest of his family to Old Augusta 
and then on to Paulding where he settled. 


The Read& probably belonged to the Episcopal church at 
Paulding. It was destroyed by a tornado and all church 


records were lost. 


The Read& farmed, grew tobacco, raised sheep and had a 
blacksmith shop. Andrew made most of the family's furni- 
ture. He never did get rid of his cockney accent and was 
ridiculed behind his back. 


Children of Andrew J. and Mary Hiskins Read: 


A. Mildred Read who stayed in England. She married a man 
by the name of Oats. "She stayed in England as she was 
already married, so Andrew gave her his property in England 
as her part of the estate, took his ship and his money and 


sailed for America." "They had to leave the oldest daughter 
in England as she was away at school and they could not get 
her away." "She was teaching school and could not leave 


with the family.” “The last time she was heard from she was 
92 years old I think. 


B. John Bu Read was born 28 Sep 1813 and died 2 Dec 1890. 

He married Annie E. Myers who was born 2 Jun 1811, and died 
8 Mar 1904. They are both buried in Coalville Cemetary at 

Woolmarket MS. 


The following is from "A Brief Sketch of Family History" 
by Inez Ramsay O'Neal whose mother was John's daughter: 


“My grandfather came from Dorset County England at the age 
of 13 with his parents, and the family remained in this 
country. Before the Civil War they purchased a plantation 
in Old Enom, Perry County MS. They owned many slaves, 
these being mostly given to my grandmother by her father 
and added to by those purchased by my grandfather. During 
the war Uncle Dan served as a Calvaryman and came very 
near being captured by the men of Sherman's Army on their 
infamous raid through the South. He was at home on fur- 
lough and with the help of a faithful slave, Uncle Dan was 
kept hidden. My earliest recollections of grandpa Read 

was his taking four of us children to the sugar cane patch 
to treat us to the first cane to chew of the season, always 
on the 28th day of September. This was his birthday and he 
said cane was not good enough nor sweet enough to chew until 
then. He was never a member of any church, but spent much 
time in studying the Bible and believed in righteousness."

"In the year 1813, my grandfather, John Read, who according 
to his own written record, assumed the letter "B" to distin- 
guish himself from the other John Reads of the past, was 
born in Dorset County England. His father's name was 

Andrew Read and his mother's name was Mary. Andrew Read was 
therefore my Great-grandfather, John B. Read, my grandfather 
and Daniel John Read, my father. I do not remember clearly 
whether my grandfather came to this country with the family 
or not, seems that they came to this country before he did, 
according to recollection from hearing him relate the story. 
However, he landed in Mobile AL when he was eighteen and 
accepted a position with some furnishing mercantile company 
and worked there some time. It was while there that he met 
his wife, Annie E. Myers, who came to Mobile with her parents 
for market. Mobile was then a small town. Miss Myers’ 
parents were of Dutch descent. Her parents lived in South 
Carolina first and moved to Georgia, in Pulaski County, 
where she was born in 1812 and from there they came to 
Perry County MS where she lived when she met John B. Read 

in Mobile. They were married in Perry County in 1836. 


- + « Andrew Read in my record settled at Old Paulding MS, 
Jasper County, and raised his family there. My grandfather, 
according to my memory, had three brothers, Edwin, Richard, 
and the other one I have forgotten his name. I saw him 
once when a small boy and remember how he looked but have 
forgotten his name. He did not live in MS, as I remember 
he lived in Kentucky or Missouri. I do not know anything 
about his family but Edwin went by the name of Ed and 
Richard by name of Dick. I knew him well, he lived at 
Pachuta, Jasper Co. I think Ed also lived in Jasper Co. 

at one time. I never saw Ed but one time. There were four 
daughters in the family. Unity married a man named Green 
and lived in Jasper Co. One, Mary, married a man named 
Baliff and lived in Mobile AL. One married a man named 
Round, have forgotten her name and the other I do not 
remember her name. 


After having refreshed my memory, I remember one son was 
named Andrew because my grandfather named my only brother 
Andrew after one of his brothers. 


- « At the death of my grandfather, 50 years ago, he left 
a great amount of information in his trunk concerning the 
family history and I have been through all the remaining 
papers that can be found now, but nothing about the family 
history - it has all been lost through the years and 
nothing remains to throw any light on the past. 
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I remember one incident that my grandfather related when I 
was a small boy that he had a great aunt by the name of Mary* 
left in England who died without direct heirs. It seems now 
to me that he said he wrote to England and received a reply 
that she had died some 25 years before this time and left no 
heirs so her property and money went to the Crown, that being 
the law then. He said her estate consisted of $50,000 in 
cash, considerable lot of real estate and all manner of 
trinkets, so when he found out the estate had gone to the 
Crown and also considering his old age he never tried to 
establish any claim to the matter. So about all I can con- 
tribute to your already information is the history of the 
family of John B. Read, my grandfather.” 


* Don't you think this might have been Andrew's daughter that 
was left in England?) 


According to a grandaughter of Unity Read Green, John B. 
Read lived at Eight Mile AL when a young man and rode his 
horse to Mobile to work. Mobile was still a small town and 
Eight Mile was swampy, the roads muddy and hardly passable 
even by horseback. She said that one time as John was on 
his way to work his horse was attacked by an alligator. 


John lived in Woolmarket some time after he married and 
raised his family there. In 1972 the Supervisors of 
Harrison County, at Woolmarket, voted to name a road in 
the Woolmarket area for the late John Read. The road lies 
between Shorecrest and Clark road.

Cc. Mary C. Read: The certificate of death states that Mary 
vas EMT EneTand and died January 4th, 1914 at age 98 years. 
She is buried in Magnolia Cemetary, Mobile, AL. The Queen 

of England gave Mary and Victoria a 16th birthday party just 
before the Read's left England and presented each with a pearl 
necklace worth 25,000 lbs. (Victoria was born in 1819 so they 
couldn't have been the same age.) 


According to one of Unity'’s grandaughters, Mary was 18 when 
she landed in Mobile. 


"She was involved with a seafaring man, likely a Captain.” 


"Aunt Mary was married before to a seafaring man, I don't 
remember his name. I heard the story that he went out to 

sea and never came back, so it was supposed that he went back 
to the old country. She got a divorce. I remember wondering 
what a divorce looked like." 


“Mary was wronged by a seafaring man. She followed him to 
port and begged him to stay but he wouldn't. She later 
dressed like a man, sailed to England and killed him." 


“Mary was wronged by the Captain of a ship. When the ship 
returned to port she was there dressed as a man and killed 
hin." 


“Mary was seduced by a seafaring man and didn't want to get 
her brothers involved so she took it on herself to dress like 
a man, followed him to England where she killed him, then she 
returned to Mobile and continued her secluded life." 


“Something interesting I found someplace was the wedding of 
Mary Worrell, daughter of A. J. and Mary Read, to Thomas 
Baliff of Perry County. That was in an old paper published 
at Paulding in the late 1830's or early 1840's so she must 
have been married before she married Baliff. Probably knew 
him when they lived in Augusta." 
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Mary probably worked in Mobile for a time. Then she probably 
lived in Perry County with her family for a while. She met 
and married Baliff and they settled in Mobile. They owned 
two houses on Pine and Old Shell Road. "She had cabinets 
built all around the walls to hold her silver and china, 

and had beautiful antiques of all kinds. Joe Espala, Aunt 
Mary's lawyer, got most of her money and property, along 
with Little Dick Read's family. Betty, Little Dick's 
daughter is the one got the pearl necklace.” 


The Harrison County census of 1850 shows John Baliff, 24, 
wood cutter, wife Mary C. Baliff, 26, born England. “She was 
older than Baliff so misrepresented her age." This census 
indicates they lived in Harrison County for some time. 
Probably with Ed Read,her brother, as Ed and his wife were 
listed on the same census records. 


The death certificate of John Thomas Baliff shows that he 
died 5 Feb 1894, age 66, with heart disease, occupation, 
carpenter. 


Mary and Tom Baliff never had any children. 


D. Edwin Samuel Read: Born 13 May 1820, died 21 Jun 1856, 
of pneumonia. He was born in England and came to America 
with his family. 


The Harrison County Census of. 1850 shows that he and his 
wife were residents of that county. Talitha is shown as 
being age 18 and Ed as being 28. 


Talitha Ross was born 8 Nov 1835 and died 1 Jun 1888. She 
was born in Rankin County and was orphaned at about age 10. 
She was reared by relatives by the name of Scarbrough, in 
Harrison County. After Ed's death she married Robert Meeks. 
She is buried in the Crawford cemetary on the Herman Evans 
property in Jasper County. No marker. 


Sometime between 1850 and 1856, Ed and Talitha moved to 
Paulding. There isn't much to be said about Ed Read since 
he died at such an early age, but his obituary speaks. of 
his "kind and benevolent disposition, his mild and unobtru- 
sive manners and his genuine Christian integrity which won 
for him the love and respect of the whole community." He 
is buried in the Old Paulding Cemetary beside his mother 
and father with only a large sandstone for a marker.

They lived at Paulding 
for a time then moved to Louin (a new town at that time) 
and then moved back to Paulding. Some of their children 
went to Newton to live. The son and daughter of Henry 
Robert Round lived in Newton and were said to have letters 
and documents from England concerning the Andrew Read 
family. 


One descendant of Eliza wrote: "I heard as a child that 
great-grandad (Andrew) came to the US via an eastern port, 
Baltimore or Charleston, that something happened and he 
had to leave. I never learned the rest of the story. I 
do know that my grandfather was named Henry and one of 
his wives was an Elizabeth Read. Grandfather always 
called-her Mrs. Elizabeth Read.”

Another grandaughter remembers Unity saying she was two 
years old when they left England. 


Unity Read married Aaron Green. He was born 1 Jan 1813, 
died 6 Mar 1876. He is also buried in Spencer Cemetary. 
The 1850 Census shows Aaron as coming from S.C. and that 

he was then living with a man who was a »lacksmith. He 
joined up during the Civil War but when it was learned that 
he was a miller and a shoemaker, he was sent home as it was 
thought he could be of more service there. The gristmill 
stones he used were in a creek near his old home and some of 
the men in the community removed them and placed them in 
the yard of the old home place. As far as we know they are 
still there. 


When Aaron Green died, Unity's brother, Dick Read, went to 
the funeral. He told Unity that he had come to take over 
the boys and the farm. "Grandma said, I did not send for 
you. I can take care of my boys, my farm and my business.”

Dear Miss Dawkins: Will answer your letter after some delay. 
Well, Miss Dawkins, I have the old Bible that your great-great- 
grandfather Read brought over from England, he being my great- 
grandfather. But there is no information concerning the Read 
generations. But my grandmother and her children, which my 
father was one and could remember his grandmother and grand- 
father Read always said there was no brothers or sisters came 
over here with them from England, just his own family which 
was four boys and four girls, my grandmother being one of the 
girls and the boys names were John, Andrew, Richard and Edwin, 
which was your great-grandfather and the girls names were 
Mary, Eliza and Unity, Unity being my grandmother and they 
left one girl in England who never came over and she married 
aman over there by the name of Oats. But if you will write 
Mr. George Round of Newton, Miss, or Mrs. Fred Foley of the 
same place, you may get more information. They are the Read 
descendants and I heard Mr. Round had old letters and records 
from England.

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A daughter-in-law of A. J. Green, wife of Jack Green, was 
last known to have the old Bible brought from England. Hugo 
Newcomb has seen the Bible and madé this note: "It was 
printed in 1646 by the University of Cambridge Press, 
Angelican Bible. It is about 5 X 7? inches, has gone through 
fire and water. When Aaron and Unity’s house burned a 

metal trunk was saved by throwing water through a window. 
The Bible which was in the trunk was drenched with water 

and stained by smoke, signs of which are still present. 
There was a notation in the Bible: Sarah (or Sarra) Frances 
Read, born in England the 16th day of Jan 1720, Catherine 
Read's book."

He was said to 
have been sickly all his life. "I remember grandmother telling 
about G-grandpa Andrew having a peach tree which only had two 
peaches. He told the children not to pull the peaches and when 
they were ripe he would let them eat them but he wanted the seed 
to plant. Uncle Andrew ate the peaches off the tree and left 
the seeds hanging there." 


He was accused of killing a man at Faulding. "Grandma told 

me that there was a big gun battle in a bar at Pauldine. When 
the smoke cleared, one man was dead and Andrew was lying 
outside on his face in the mud. He was accused of the murder 
and jailed. Back in those days meals were not furnished but 
had to be carried to the prisoner by his family or he didn't 
get anything to eat. Andrew was taken a cake with a hacksaw 
inside. He sawed his way out of jail and left on a horse that 
had been tied nearby." 


"Two men, a Hendry and a Reeves man who were friends of Andrew, 
trailed him with blood hounds into Alabama. Dan climbed a tree 
to get away from the hounds and the two men begged him to come 
down but he would not. They convinced him they were his friends 
so one of them went up the tree and begged him to go back with 
them where they would testify in his behalf, but Dan refused." 


"The sheriff got out the "Migger Dogs" (those used to hunt 
down escaped negro slaves} and several groups started after 
Andrew. Near the Alabama line he was found hiding up a tree 
by a Hendry man and a group of his other friends. The dogs 
went to the tree and bayed. Andrew called out,"all right 
fellows, I don't want to hurt you but if you come any closer 
I'll have to shoot you." Mr. Hendry called out, "Don't shoot 
Andrew, I've come to help you. I'm going to tie a horse to 
this tree over here and go on back and tell the sheriff that 
I couldn't find you, that you must have gotten clean away. 
Now you take this horse and get clean out of the country.” 
Hendry left as promised and the hunt was given up. 


‘He was never heard from again until his brother, Dick, who was 
in Virginia during the Civil War, heard that Dan was there with 
a company from another state. Dick found Dan's company and 
talked to him." 


"Grandmother wouldn't talk about him much. She said that once 
when she was in the kitchen cooking that Dan appeared in her 
door and stayed only a short time and she never saw him again." 


"Andrew's father and brothers made several hacksaws and other 
small tools and Olive, small daughter of Eliza Read Round, 
carried them to the jail in a package of clothing or food, on 
her way to school. Andrew cut his way out so artfully that 

when the guard checked the jail for the night, he failed to 

see the escape hole behind the door.” 

Grandmother used to say she wished he could have come back before 
he died. 
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H. Richard Mills Read, born 5 Jan 1834 in Perry County. He 
marrie Yr n Porter who was born in Jasper County, 8 Aug 
1840. He was in the War between the States and was a litter 
bearer. (When my great-grandfather, John Berryman Crawford, 
was killed on 12 May 1862 in the battle of Spottsylvania, 
Uncle Dick said, “John died in my arms. I wrapped him in his 
blanket and buried him where he fell.") Richard M. died 

4% Jan 1922 and is buried at Pachuta. Martha Ann died 25 Jun
